Sev eral o f French 
Ships Repo rted To 
Hav e Made Getaway 


“ Resurrectio n o f France” 
Seen in Smo ke Ov er 
Harbo r at To ulo n 


(By Tim Associated Press) 
London, 
Nov. 
28 —The 
small 
French 
armistice 
army 
made 
ready for disbandment today and 
the last pretense of an independ­ 
ent Vichy government faded ou t 
as smok e still rose at Tou lon from 
an action which German reports 
now say was the scu ttling of most 
of the French warships there. 
Mu ffled 
explosions 
from 
the 
su nk en hu lk s continu ed to rever­ 
berate 
over 
Tou lon 
harbor 
throu ghou t 
the 
night, a Vichy 
broadcast dispatch said. 
After first declaring that some 
of the vessels were saved by Ger­ 
man troops who overran the qu ar­ 
antined naval base before dawn 
yesterday, Berlin 
radio 
reports 
stated that the fleet "mostly scu t­ 
tled herself.” 
“France’s old glory sank into 
the grave,” a nazi broadcaster 
said. 
Bu t allied observers here saw 
in the still cofu sed and u ncertain 
pictu re the first stage in the “Res­ 
u rrection of France.” The report­ 
ed destru ction of some 60 war­ 
ships was regarded as a severe 
setback for Germany and a def­ 
inite lift for the allied navies. 
Delayed dispatches from allied 
headqu arters in North Africa in­ 
dicated that Admiral Jean Darlan, 
now cooperating with the allies, 
once again yesterday had renewed 
his appeal to the ships of France’s 
“high seas fleet to leave and mak e 
for Oran, where they will be re­ 
ceived as friends of the allies”. 
This, apparently, was 
before he 
learned that they had chosen su i­ 
cide when the Germans occu pied 
Tou lon, a choice to which he later 
paid tribu te. 
Report Some Escaped 
(The BBC qu oted a British cor­ 
respondent as saying that "some 
French destroyers” had escaped 
from Tou lon and 
might 
be eu 
rou te to North Africa. 
Earlier it 
was reported 
two 
su bmarines 
made their way ou t of the harbor 
which had held three battleships, 
fou r heavy cru isers, three light 
cru isers, 
25 destroyers, 
a sea­ 
plane tender and 27 su bmarines.) 
Althou gh all information con­ 
cerning Tou lon came from Ger­ 
man-controlled sou rces there was 
little disposition in 
London to 
qu estion the accou nts of the scu t­ 
tling. 
This morning members of the 
Fighting French navy and the Ad­ 
miralty staff in London marched to 
the French Admiralty cou rtyard 
and observed a minu te’s silence in 
tribu te to the French sailors who 
died at Tou lon. 
The Daily Express naval com­ 
mentator W. A. Cru mley expresed 
belief the Germans wou ld not even 
attempt to salvage the estimated 
230.000 
tons 
of 
warships. 
It 
wou ld tak e the best part of two 
years to float and refit them, he 
said. 
It was generally agreed that the 
elimination of the Tou lon fleet as 
a possible hostile force ended a 
major anxiety that the warships 
might be u nited with the Italian 
fleet in the Mediterranean. 
Radio Silent at Time 
The Vichy radio, after giving

Most families will n eed a closet 
in every bedroom an d if two people 
are to occupy one room, a closet 
for each is practical.

kitchen closets for the storage of 
food and can n ed goods, a coat 
closet an d If possible, a closet in 
the laun dry for supplies and a 
storage closet for out of season 
clothes.

Screen doors in the pas t have 
been ra th e r com m on place lookin g 
affairs an d m a n y a cheap a ppe a r­ 
in g screen door has been placed 
over

w hich en tirely spoiled the appear 
an ce of the en tran ce. 
It is possible 
to have 
screen 
doors decorative an d as artistic 
as the m ain fron t door, an d con ­ 
sideration should be given to this 
m a tte r an d a design w orked out as 
the screen door will be in place for 
a t least six m on ths of the y ear 
an d there seem s no reason w hy a 
fin e en tran ce should be m a rred by 
a com m on place screen door.

large an d possibly an ex tra bed 
loom an d b ath are n eeded on the 
fiist floor. 
H ere is a good place 
to start. 
W hy n ot reduce the size 
of the kitchen , plan n in g a m odern 
efficien cy kitchen un it which will 
tak e up less room an d use the left­ 
over space for an e x tra bed room. 
Possibly there 
are 
rooms on 
both first an d second floors th at 
could be reduced in size an d ex tra 
baths in stalled or a sm all studv 
built for the children. 
The porches 
m a y be enclosed an d so, step bv 
step, the old house is m ade in to a 
very com fortable, con ven ien t home. 
Much can be done w ith decora­ 
tion an d a g re a t deal w ith simpli- 
ication ; th a t is. rem ovin g m an v of 
the gin gerbread an d un n ecessary 
details of the older house, simpli- 
fy m g the fireplaces, trim , etc 
so 
the struc ture takes on 
a quieter 
atm osphere.

W hat Hitler has left in the way 
of air power, y ou now' see facing 
u s on the Mediterranean front. 
Secretly , he' called in every thing 
he had of consequ ence from every 
front when he saw all Africa abou t 
to fall as a resu lt of ou r invas­ 
ion. He wou ld not give Rommel 
enou gh air su pport to stop the 
British attack in Egy pt, bu t when 
we moved into the western Medi­ 
terranean. he went into action. 
Some planes were taken from 
the Ru ssian front. A large store 
he had accu mu lated in Ru mania 
for a threatened attack on Tu rkey 
were all called in. His sky fleets 
in Greece and Crete were likewise 
su mmoned. All have assu med posi­ 
tions in Sicily and Italy for w hat 
may now become the greatest air 
battle of the war. 
That is one thing which has re 
tarded ou r progress throu gh Tu ni 
sia. He cou ld fly even his short 
range fighter pianos in from oth­ 
er fronts. Bu t ou rs had to come by 
boat from 
Britain. 
(Only 
ou r 
bombers came via air.) 
His gasoline stores cou ld also 
be flown, bu t ou rs had to come 
by transport. 
Natu rally , in the 
face of this qu ickly massed resist 
ance, we had to w ait to gather in 
ou r fu ll strength before plu nging 
into a tremendou s air fight. 
Also Hitler has managed to get 
a few* transports across to Africa 
with su bmarine and air protec 
tion. He has even su cceeded in 
withdrawing troops from the far­ 
away Cau casu s front and bringing 
them to Italy . 
Bu t ou r troops and the British 
ou t-nu niber his three to one or 
more. We W'ill win. 


The 
R u s s i a n 
commu niqu es 
sou nd like the back of the Ger 
many arm y has been broken at 
Stalingrad and annihilation of Hit 
ler’s armies on that front might 
possibly be complete. 
No one. however, ever know's 
how mu ch Ru ssia has, or how' tru e 
are the Red commu niqu es. Official 
statem ents on both sides on that 
front have been notoriou sly exag­ 
gerated. 
If the soviet claims of killed and 
captu red have not been repetitiou s, 
certainly a final decline of German 
military morale in Ru ssia wou ld 
be indicated. 
Bu t it is wiser to be cau tiou s 
and expect that the Germans can 
form a straight line across the 
bend of the Don river. 
Su ch 
a 
winter line is phy sically feasible. 
However, if the soviets get as 
far as Rostov, they can cu t the 
Cau casu s armies of Hitler com­ 
pletely off from their base and 
extend the nazi disaster to pro­ 
portions which will stimu late talk 
of su rrender. 


From all those factu al consider­ 
ations, it is evident Germany mili­ 
tary power of resistance is being 
broken. The axis cannot win the 
war. 
Hitler knows is as well as we 
do—perhaps better. 
(He knows, 
for instance^ the extent to which 
British and 
American 
bombings 
have limited his plane produ ction, 
a m atter at which we can only 
gu ess.) 
The road to victory and peace 
is therefore open and the way clear 
ahead. 
The top of the hill will come 
qu ickly if revolu tions get started 
in Italy and Germany , hu t the lives 
of the officials who have the gu ns 
in those cou ntries depend on how' 
long they can hold those gu ns, not 
only against u s bu t against their 
discou raged 
and 
dissenting 
ele­ 
ments. 
In the face of defeat, they will 
hang on as long as possible. Ru m ­ 
ors based on 
plain 
expectations, 
therefore, may be prematu ie, may 
lead u s to ease u p. 
Clearly , this is the time for u s 
to strike harder and faster. Ou r 
offensive plans mu st be ru shed in­ 
to dou ble-qu ick. Things we con­ 
templated doing next spring mu st 
be done now. Produ ction and de­ 
liveries mu st be key ed higher. 
We can pray that collapse of 
German arms will bring peace to -

Hoover Warns U. S. 
Will Have to Feed 
World After Peace 


New York, Nov . 28 
(A P )—A 
warning tha t this 
nation ag a in 
will hav e to feed a post-war world 
to ward off widespread starv ation 
is sounded by 
Herbert 
Hoov er, 
who directed food and relief dis­ 
tribution in Europe after the la st 
conflict. 
The former president wrote in 
Friday 's issue of Colliers ma g a zine 
tha t this wa r’s finish would see 
the sole food supply sources of 
consequence in the western hemi­ 
sphere and 
Africa, 
with 
some 
supplement from Australia. 
Hoov er asserted tha t a 30 per 
cent rise in America ’s population 
since the last war, without a pro­ 
portionate increase in the animal 
population, had contributed partly 
to the need for nationwide mea t 
rationing , but he predicted tha t 
“ under

stimulation of production and re­ 
duced consumption, our supplies 
will increa se” .

Chicago, Nov. 28— (A P J— The 


board of trustees of the Univer­ 
sity of Illinois has decided that 
starting next June the university 
will operate on the basis of three 
terms of 16 weeks each, 
There 


will be 
a week's interval 
be­ 


tween each term and a week's va­ 
cation at Christmas. 
The plan which is to continue 
for the duration of the war was 
recommended by the university's 
senate. 
A spokesman for the board said 


that the new plan would make 
it possible for students, by con­ 
tinuous 
attendance 
during 
six 


winter semesters and two sum­ 
mer semesters, to be graduated in 
some subjects in two years and 
nine months, and in certain other 
courses in three years. 
In normal times the university 
has operated on the basis of two 
semesters of 18 weeks each and a 
summer session of eight weeks. 


Phys Ed Program 
The 
trustees 
also 
adopted 
a 


stepped up program of physical 
education for men students. Under 
the plan 
all 
undergratuate stu­ 


dents under 30 years of age are 
to be required to take three phys­ 
ical training periods of an hour 
each every week. 


Credit toward graduation will 


be given in the physical 
training 


program. 
The purpose, a spokes­ 


man for the board said, is to help 
acclimate students for the rigors 
of service in the armed forces. 
The board 
granted leaves 
of 


absence 
to 60 members 
of the 


staff who have entered the armed 
forces. 
A month 
ago 
50 
such 


leaves were granted. 
Today’s ac­ 


tion brought to 425 
the number 


of leaves 
given 
staff members 


since the outbreak of the war. 


Temporary salary and wage in­ 
creases aggregating about $75,000 
were authorized fcr approximate­ 
ly 1,700 employes 
in 
the lower 


salary brackets. 
The increases will become ef­ 
fective Jan. 1 and will terminate 
automatically June 30, 1943, un­ 
less other funds are made avail­ 
able. 
The general assembly was 


expected to be asked for further 
funds. 
Organization Ineffective 
Business analysts who surveyed 


the business administration 
and 


organization 
of 
the 
university 


found “ the basic causes of the un­ 
satisfactory aspects of the uni­ 
versity's condition is its ineffective 
form or organization” from top 
to bottom.. 
The report 
of 
the survey 
by 


Booz, Fry, Allen and Hamilton of 
Chicago, which was authorized by 
the university trustees, was dis­ 
cussed Friday at a trustees meet­ 
ing. 
President Arthur Cutts W il­ 
lard prepared a report disagreeing 
with almost all the Booz recom­ 
mendations. 


Four basic weaknesses in the 


top 
administrative 
organization 


were listed as: 


“ Too great a coordinating burd­ 
en is placed upon the president. 
“ The organization plan fails to 


recognize and provide adequate 
leadership 
in the primary func­ 
tions of the university. 


“ A time consuming bureaucracy 


of committees 
dissipates admin­ 


istrative effectiveness. 
“ The trustees have retained too 


many administrative functions” . 
The report said President W il­ 


lard 
has reporting 
directly 
to 
him 28 administrators and 21 fac­ 
ulty committees and boards must 
maintain contact with “ a host of 
other people and organizations” . 


University’s Functions 
After 
outlining 
requirements 


for adequate administrative lead­ 
ership, the analysts declared: 
“ No executive is capable of sup­ 
plying this caliber of leadership 
to as many as 
28 university ad­ 
ministrators. 
It is unsound and 
unfair to expect the president of 
the university, 
in the light 
of 
other demands made upon him to 


supply this leadership in a high­ 
ly complicated $9,000,000 business 
with so varied 
an array 
of ac­ 
tivities.’’ 
The report gave the three pri­ 
mary functions of the university 
as education and research, busi­ 
ness and public relations. 
It said 
the university 
had 
no generally 
recognized source of educational 
and research leadership, the busi­ 
ness 
functions 
were 
scattered 
among 
university 
officials 
and 
agencies and “ there is utter lack 
of 
administrative 
direction” 
in 
public relations leadership. 
Of the third “ basic weakness” 
— the 
“ bureaucracy of commit­ 
tees” , 
the surveyors 
found 
225 
committees “ and there are doubt­ 
lessly many more.” 
The report 
stated ” m many cases committees 
are outgrowths of the university’s 
unsound, scattered, poorly coor­ 
dinated organization plan” . 
The board of trustees, the re­ 
port continued, is “ so 
burdened 
with detail that they seldom have 
time to devote to consideration of 
the broad policy problems which 
are their proper responsibility” . 
The business analysts drafted a 
proposed plan of university organ­ 
ization reducing from 28 to four 
the number of key administrators 
reporting to the president. These 
would be a vice president of edu­ 
cation and research, a business 
manager, a vice president of pub­ 
lic relations, and the 
executive j 
dean of the Chicago colleges. 
In a letter to Willard accom­ 
panying the report, the firm said: 
“ This plan 
relieves 
both the 
board (of trustees) and you of 
many detailed operating decisions 
to the point where your combined 
attention can be devoted to the 
board policy problems of the coun­ 
try's fifth largest university” .

Things to Know 


Washington, 
Nov. 
28— Some 
thiugs it’s well to know: If you’re 
renting a house or apartment. 
The Office of Price Administra­ 
tion declares 
that any new pro­ 
visions in leases 
increasing 
the 
obligations of the tenant or limit­ 
ing his use of the housing can’t 
be enforced, even though written 
into new leases if they weren’t in 
effect on the maximum rent date 
on which the rent ceiling is based. 
OPA's rent division lists these 
examples: 
* 
1. 
Réquirement that the ten­ 
ant pay gas, electric, water and 
telephone expenses. 
2. 
A money deposit to be re­ 
turned at conclusion of tenancy 
if tenant has satisfied all provis­ 
ions of the lease. 
3. 
A collection fee (5 per cent 
was given as 
an example) to be 
added to the rent if not paid with­ 
in three days of the date it’s due. 
4. 
A ban 
on sub-letting with­ 
out permission of the owner or 
his agent, or an agreement that 
the premises are to be occupied 
by 
only a specified 
number 
of 
persons.
